Another Cut 
In Insurance 
Rates Here 

Buildings and Stocks in 
Business District 
Benefited 

Following a horizontal cut of 
$20,000 in premiums on the insur¬ 
ance rates un dwellings of this 
city, the Board of Underwriters 
ye.sterday announced an even 
greater decrease in rate.s applic¬ 
able to buildings and contents in 
the business district here, made 
effective Jouly 7. 

The recent survey, which show¬ 
ed that local fire protection was 
materially Improved, was the rea¬ 
son for assigned lower rates. 

Rates on different business 
risks, churches, clubs, etc., were 
made after the survey was com¬ 
pleted. A store next to a gar¬ 
age is rated higher than a store 
next to a jewelry store. For In¬ 
stance the rate on Humphries 
Real Estate office was $2-60 per 
hundred. The new rate is $1.82. 

The old rate on the Congrega¬ 
tional church wa.s 55 cents pier 
hundred and under the new 
.schedule is 49 cents. 

The Woman’s Clubhouse can be 
Insured for $1.07 per hundred 
now a.s compared with the former 
rate of $1.20. 

On the contents of the Sierra 
Madre News office the rate for¬ 
merly was $1.64. It Is now $1.42. 
J. E^ Sadler will be able to In¬ 
sure his dry goods for $1.32 per 
hundred as against $1.54 under 
the old arrangement.

Noted Musician and 
Club Woman Called 
Suddenly by Death 

Miss Lucy E. Wolcott, promi¬
